According to the Cincinnati Ga- 


zette, the Presidential candidate for 
1876 must bo a very great and good 
person if he wonld not be ignoinimous- 
ly buried beneath the suffrages of an 
enlightened, virtuous and exacting peo- 
ple. Here is the manner of man he 
must be, and these are tho sort of cre- 
dentials lie must have about him : Ho 
must bo a man possessed of national 
reputation and character, both political 
and personal, such as shall command 
the respect and confidence of tho coun- 
try. 
He must present no vulnerable 


points of HKHiutlt, nor any nonius in hit) 
armor of virtue, so that his adherents 
may not bo put to tho necessity of act- 
ing upon the defensive. 
Ho must have 


tho intellectual acquirements, the expe- 
rience in public afinirs, and tho demon- 
strated capacity which entitle him to the 
rank of statesman. 
Ho must have a 


history of fidelity to tho principles of 
freedom, of emancipation, oi equal po- 
litical rights, and of tho supremacy ot 
th« National Constitution. 
He must 


bo a man of such natural elevation of 
views as will accept tho Presidential of- 
fice not as a reward of merit.; not as a 
thing for personal enjoyment; not as a 
prize from which to dispense to person- 
al friends; not even as a moans of re- 
warding his political supporters, or of 
supporting the party which elected him; 
but as a high public trust, to bo admin- 
istered for tho general welfare. lie must 
be a man of suuli liruinoss i>f character 
and suoh befitting official reserve as will 
keep the base order of intriguing politi- 
einns at n retpcottul distance , as will 
•bush the oflico-secUitiK horde, and ole 
vnto the appointments Irom the control 
of wire-workers and relegate them to 
fie regulation of such rules as make tho 
public advantage the 'prime cotvidera- 
tion. 
Ho must demean himself with 


• dignity of deportment as will impart a 


high tone to Congress, nor must ho ad- 
mit to iiis society either official or per- 
sonal associates whoso character does 
not entitle him to tho respect ol tho na- 
tion Ho must have, withul, suoh states- 
manlike qualities as that ia his admin- 
istration of affairs in tho disquieted sec 
tions of our common country he will 
regard neither personal nor party favor- 
ites, but will consider only tho estab- 
liahmont of tho principles of constitu- 
tional liberty. Indeed hu must bo a

ing the day in the different departments, 
carefully 
examining 
each teacher's 


methods of instruction, and the results 
of those methods as seen in the examina 
tion. '.And we^desire to express not only 
our hearty approval of said methods, 
but also our delight, in the profi- 
ciency • the 
pupils 
have 
attained 


through these methods, as seen in their 
examinations. Where all were so ex- 
cellent, it is very difficult, indeed, to 
discriminate—but we would call your 
attention to a few items concerning each 
teacher's room. 


In the Primary Department, under 


Miss Moffitt, one cannot help being 
charmed with what is seen and heard.— 
Here we find the youngest of the school, 
but we also find good order and quick 
obedience; the children move to and 
from the place of recitation quietly and 
easily, and during recitations in num- 
bers, reading, spelling, etc., were wide 
awake, prompt, and, as a rule, correct 
in their answers. One cannot help notic- 
ing the sympathy that exists between 
teacher and pupils, which is one great 
cause that has brought about these ef- 
fects. We emphatically say, that Miss 
Moffitt is the right teacher in the right 
place. 
" . 


. Entering Miss Rollings worth's room 
we found, (and in fact in all the rooms), 
the same good order. We could but no- 
tice the fine recitation made by her pu- 
pils in Physiology; though young, their 
examination was one that older heads 
need not have been ashamed of, and 
certainly entitled her to much praise.— 
Her classes in reading and spelling were 
also good. 


In Miss Davidson's room we were 


highly pleased by her music class; sel- 
dom do we find children acquitting 
themselves ^s these did. Their profi. 
ciency in singing is a great credit to 
their teacher. 


Having reached the second floor, we 


enter the room of the Principal, Miss 
Parker. We are now in the presence of 
the lady whose impress is seen in every 
department of the school. Miss Parker 
needs no words of commendation ftom 
us, for she is well known, and all who 
know her are aware that she is one of 
the best educators in the state. Her 
class in Arithmetic, whose examination 
we witnessed, testified fully as to her 
ability. 
Answers to questions were 


quickly and concisely given, and the 
proof of the pupils understanding what 
they were about, was given at the board 
in the demonstrations of problems, in 
which neither too many, nor too lew 
words were used, but just enough to 
make the problem clear and plain. The 
third ward is very fortunate in having 
such a Principal. 


In Miss Kerr's room the reading claw 


deserves special mention; after a visitor 
has heard her classes read, he can but be 
fully satisfied that they have been under 
a pains-taking teacher. Accent and em- 
phasis, inflection 
and modulation of 


voice, all show careful drill, and that 
the pupils have been taught to consider 
the meaning of the words they are read- 
ing. Miss Kerr's .Geography and Gram- 
mar classes were all thoroughly question- 
ed, and stood the test well.
